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FOR FURTHER DEVELOPMENT OF 
CHEMICAL INDUSTRY 


SPEECH MADE BY COMRADE KIM IL SUNG 
AT THE HAMHEUNG CITY MASS MEETING IN 
HONOUR OF MAY HOLIDAY, CELEBRATING 
THE COMPLETION OF THE VINALON FACTORY 


Dear builders of the Vinalon Factory, 
entire workers, technicians and office work- 
ers in Hamheung district, 

Citizens of Hamheung, 

Today, we are celebrating the happy oc- 
casion of the completion of the Vinalon 
Factory and the May holiday in Hamheung, 
a chemical industry centre of our country. 

In the name of the Central Committee of 
the Workers’ Party of Korea and the Gov- 
ernment of the Republic, I extend warm 
greetings to the builders of the Vinalon Fac- 
tory and the entire working people in Ham- 
heung district who are celebrating the May 
holiday, demonstrating the fruits of their 
creative labour.

Dear comrades and citizens, 

The Hamheung district and South Ham- 
kyung Province are one of the regions as- 
suming weighty significance in the develop- 
ment of our national economy. 

Owing to the correct policy of the Party 
and the patriotic labour struggle of the 
working people, in the Hamheung district 
which suffered severe war devastation, such 
large-scale factories as the Heungnam Fer- 
tilizer Factory and the Bongoong Chemical 
Factory, and the Heungnam Smelting 
Works, Heungnam Factory No. 17 and the 
Heungnam Pharmacy were completely re- 
built and expanded in a short space of time 
after the war. 

The Heungnam Ammonium Nitrate Fac- 
tory and the Bongoong Dye-stuff Factory 
were newly built, and the Vinyl Chloride 
Factory with an annual production capacity 
of 6,000 tons was built in only half a year. 
(Stormy applause and cheers.) 

The Ryongsung Machine-building Factory 
has developed from a machine parts manu- 
facturing plant into a big machine jactory 
producing large-size equipment of modern 
types, while the Jangjin-gang, Huchun-gang 
and Boojun-gang power stations underwent 
reconstruction and expansion to form a big 
power base in the eastern region of the 
country. 

The Ryongyang and Kumduk mines, 

which hold a big share in the non-ferrous 
metal output in the country, underwent re- 
construction and expansion, and the Dan- 
chun Magnesia Factory was expanded. 
_ Besides, many building materials factor- 
les have been built. Among these are the 
Heungsang Ceramics Works, Hamheung 
Fittings Factory, Hamheung Furniture Fac- 
tory and Hamheung Concrete Factory. 

Following the June 1958 Plenum of the 
Party Central Committee, over 150 local in- 
dustry enterprises including general corn 
processing factories, general machine plants 
and the Hamheung Farm Machine Factory 
came into being in South Hamkyung Pro- 
vince, and the output value of local indus- 
tries in the province is over 16 times that 
in the pre-war days.

Total industrial output value in the pro- 
vince last year was about four times greater 
than in the pre-war days. 


Tremendous results have also been regis- 
tered in town construction. Hamheung city 
has been built into a grand, beautiful mo- 
dern city; and Hamheung city, county seats 
and factory districts have taken on entirely 
new looks. 


In agriculture, anti-erosion and water con- 
servancy projects have been well carried out 
and agricultural production has shown a 
marked increase, while big headway has 
been made in the fishing industry. 


Rapid progress has been noted in educa- 
tion, culture and public health. 


The staff members of the Heungnam Fer- 
tilizer Factory Hospital and of the Ham- 
heung Medical College Hospital have ex- 
hibited lofty morality of the Party medical 
workers in therapeutic and _ prophylactic 
work. 

Like in all other provinces, the working 
people of the Hamheung district and South 
Hamkyung Province have displayed bound- 
less loyalty to the Party and revolution to 
make great contribution to socialist con- 
struction. (Stormy applause and cheers.) 


Celebrating the meaningful May holiday 
with you, I extend warm gratitude and hon- 
our to all citizens of Hamheung, all work- 
ers, peasants, labouring intellectuals and 
the entire citizens of South Hamkyung Pro- 
vince. (Stormy applause and cheers.) 


I express warm gratitude to the German 
technicians who in the past rendered much 
help to the Koreans in building Ham- 
heung city and reconstructing and building 
a number of factories and enterprises in this 
district, and to the peoples of the Soviet U- 
nion, Czechoslovakia, Hungary and _ other 


fraternal countries. (Loud applause and 
cheers.) 
Comrades, 


The working people in the Hamheung dis- 
trict have built in a short span of time the 
world’s A 1 vinalon factory with the assis- 
tance of the whole nation, which has brought 
a great joy to the entire people and immea- 
surably inspired their labour enthusiasm. 

The scientists, technicians and _ entire 
workers involved in the building of the Vin- 
alon Factory, holding high the Party’s call 
for “all for the building of the vinalon fac- 
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tory!” have displaved peerless mass hero- 
ism. 

The vinalon factory that has sprung up 
on a site of 500,000 square metres has over 
50 giant. buildings including the spinning 
shop with 40,000 square metres of floor 
space and 30 metres high. The factory is 
furnished with more than 15,000 machines, 
equipment and installations weighing near- 
lv 10,000 tons, and the total length of the 
pipes laid exceeds 500 kilometres. 

For the building of this factory, 500,000 
cubic metres of earth were excavated and 
80,000 cubic metres of concrete were placed. 

Our working people performed miracle by 
completing this huge project in a little more 
than a year with their technique and migat. 
(Stormy applause and cheers.) 

This is a demonstration of the unfatho- 
mable creative energy of our working class, 
scientists and technicians of the Chullima 
era who have the sare mind and purpose 
as the Party, a demonstration of the un- 
breakable unity of the Party and the people. 

Dr. Li Seung Ki and other scientists and 
technicians, working tirelessly, even forget- 
ting food and sleep, solved the question of 
making vinalon from domestic raw materi- 
als, and drew up the plans for intricate equ- 
ipment for the factory and tackled all tech- 
nical matters with credit. 

The. employees of Construction Trust 
No. 17 and all other workers, with a high 
degree of political enthusiasm, waged a de- 
voted struggle, advanced new ideas and 
made inventions by mobilizing the wisdom 
oi the masses, and increased labour produc- 
tivity several times or even tens of times 
through introduction of mechanization.

The soldiers of the People’s Army, dis- 
playing to the full their patriotic enthusi- 
asm, worked day and night even in rushing 
water or in a bog, and dug frozen earth to

lay the ground work and erected the struc- 
ture. 

At the construction site of the factory, too, 
the soldiers of the People’s Army, brave in 
fighting the enemy, once again exhibited the 
noble character of the People’s Army faith- 
fully serving the people. (Loud applause 
and cheers. 

Guided by the lofty’ spirit of faithfully 
serving the country and the people, all the 
builders of the vinalon factory like their re- 
volutionary predecessors, made selfless end- 
eavour. 


Workers of the machine factories and ent- 
erprises in different parts of the country 
which undertook the manufacture of the 
equipment for the factory, displayed creative 
enthusiasm to produce in good time compli- 
cated machinery, equipment and appara- 
tuses. 

More, youth, students and citizens of 
Hamheung city volunteered to have a hand 
in building the vinalon factory and worked 
with a will, while medical workers, commer- 
cial workers, artists and even housewives 
came to the construction site to encourage 
the builders and help them in every way. 


The whole district of Hamheung had been 
seething with creative labour. 


The construction site of the vinalon fac- 
tory was a scene where our Chullima riders, 
in support of the Party’s intention, exhibit- 
ed their lofty patriotism by making devoted 
endeavour, for the everlasting prosperity 
and the development of the country into a 
prosperous and mighty one, a scene where 
our labouring people working for their own 
happiness and for the good of the people dis- 
played the might of creative labour. (Stormy 
applause and cheers.) 

It was at the same time.a battle scene for 
advance, where our working class, full of 
optimism, toppled the mystery and conser- 
vatism, created new things and overcame 
difficulties to make the impossible possible. 

Construction of the Vinalon Factory serv- 
ed to graphically show the lofty morality of 
our working people. 


Stories of the lofty deeds of the new type 
men educated by our Party have spread all 
over the country, moving the hearts of peo- 
ple. 

The patriotic enthusiasm and revolution- 
ary spirit of our working class who unfail- 
ingly accomplished by going through fire 
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and water the tasks called for by the Party, 
and the virtue of mutual help and assis- 
tance have merged into a powerful force 
that has. brought into being a “vinalon 
town” on the field which had until recently 
been overgrown with reed. (Loud applause 
and cheers.) 

On this happy occasion, I, in the name 
of the Party Central Committee and the 
Government of the Republic, once again ex- 
tend warm greetings and _ thanks to the 
scientists, technicians, workers and army- 
men who displayed patriotic devotion in 
building the vinalon factory, to the emplo- 
yees of the factories and enterprises which 
manufactured the equipment for the factory, 
and to the entire citizens of Hamheung. 
(Prolonged, stormy applause and cheers.) 

The construction of the vinalon factory is 
of great importance in the development of 
the chemical industry in our country. 

We can obtain 150 million metres of good 
quality fabrics from 20,000 tons of vinalon, 
the amount which the factory will give us 
annually. 

With the building of the vinalon factory, 
our chemical industry base has been further 
reinforced. 

Our chemical industry has developed to a 
higher level—from the production of chiefly 
fertilizers and agricultural chemicals to the 
manufacture of synthetic resins, synthetic 
fibres and various other chemicals. 

It has been made possible to rapidly de- 
velop different branches of the chemical in- 
dustry and accelerate at a fast rate the in- 
troduction of chemical processing in the na- 
tional economy, with the chemical factories 
in Hamheung district serving as the base. 

Moreover, our workers and technicians 
have gained rich experiences and acquired 
a wealth of knowledge through the build- 
ing of the vinalon factory and other chem- 
ical plants. 

The construction of the vinalon factory 
served as a university for building the chem- 
ical industry. 

The experiences and knowledge gained by 
our workers and technicians serve as a gre- 
at resource for scoring achievements in the 
future. 

The building of the vinalon factory is a 
great achievement made by our science and 
technology and is a graphic evidence of the 
rapid development of our science and tech- 
nology. 
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The science and technology of our country 
are now in a position to successfully solve 
problems for large-scale development of the 
chemical industry. 

This is a splendid victory achieved by the 
Korean people in socialist construction. 
(Loud applause and cheers.) 

The construction of the vinalon factory is 
one of the fruits of our Party policy for de- 
veloping the country into a modern indus- 
trial one. 

For today’s success the Party had shown 
deep concern, even in the war-time, for the 
research work of scientists and, in the post- 
War years, saved every penny to set up he- 
avy industry and exerted itself for the dev- 
elopment of the chemical industry. 

‘The construction of an up-to-date chemic- 
al factory in so short a span of time is also 
a manifestation of the mighty strength of 
heavy industry built by our Party. 

Dear comrades and citizens, 

Great victory has been won by the work- 
ing people of our country in the course of 
fulfilling the tasks for the first year of the 
Seven-Year Plan. 

We must continue marching ahead con- 
solidating the victorious achievements gain- 
ed in the first round of the battle for the 
carrying out of the Seven-Year Plan. 

Our Party is going to make decisive ad- 
vance in socialist industrialization and im- 
prove radically the people’s living during 
the Seven-Year Plan period. 

To this end, it is important to continue to 
develop heavy industry with the machine- 
building industry as the axis and, on this 
basis, advance the chemical industry, one 
of the key heavy industries, on a large-scale. 

The introduction of chemical processing 
in the national economy will make it possi- 
ble to produce a large quantity of less ex- 
pensive and high-quality goods of various 
kinds through the effective use of the coun- 
try’s rich raw material resources and to ra- 
pidly improve the people’s living. Moreover, 
it is an important means for bringing about 
technical progress in all domains of the na- 
tional economy. 

The acceleration of the over-all introduc- 
tion of chemical processing in the national 
economy through the rapid development of 
the chemical industry—this is the cardinal 
task confronting the Party in the Seven- 
Year Plan. During the Seven-Year Plan, we 
must further consolidate the chemical indus- 
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trial base in the Hamheung area and build 
new, large-scale chemical industrial bases 
in the Aoji area of North Hamkyung Pro- 
vince and in the Bakchun area of North 
Pyongan Province. 

The Party is striving to produce a large 
quantity of vinalon, nitron, nylon, vichlon, 
staple fibre and rayon yarn, by developing 
the chemical fibre industry on a large scale, 
and supply the people with sufficient, high- 
quality cloth. 

We must continue to exert efforts in con- 
struction and see to it that in the near 
future more than 50,000 tons of synthetic 
fibre, and about 40,000-50,000 tons of staple 
fibre and rayon yarn are produced annual- 
ly. 
ae this purpose, a task is laid before the 
building workers as well as the working 
people in the Hamheung area, the task of 
expanding the annual production capacity 
of the vinalon factory to 20,000 tons in the 
shortest period of time by carrying on the 
second stage projects, and building a new 
vichlon mill with the production capacity of 
10,000 tons. 

Vichlon fibre can be woven into materials 
for coat and overcoat of fine quality. It is 
warmer than cotton. Moreover, various good 
fabrics and materials for industrial use can 
be made of it. 

I hope you will continue to march ahead 
without relaxing the high vigor which you 
have displayed in the construction of the 
vinalon factory and the vinyl chloride fac- 
tory and greet the next year’s May Day with 
the celebration of the completion of the con- 
struction of the vichlon fibre mill. (Loud ap- 
plause and cheers.) 

To add to this, the annual production ca- 
pacity of the vinalon factory should be aug- 
mented to a 30,000 ton level in the first three 
years of the Seven-Year Plan. 

In the construction of chemical fibre fac- 
tories, important tasks are set before the 
working people too of Chungjin City, North 
Hamkyung Province, and of Shinuijoo City, 
North Pyongan Province. 

We must accelerate the construction of 
the Chungjin chemical fibre mill and com- 
plete its installations with an annual produc- 
tion capacity of 20,000 tons of staple fibre 
and rayon yarn within this year, and push 
on the construction so as to turn out 25,000 
tons within the next year. 

The construction of the Shinuijoo chemic- 
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al fibre mill should be speeded up so as to 
finish the project for 10,000 ton capacity 
within the year, and the project-for the pro- 
duction capacity of 20,000 tons be wound up 
next year. 

When the construction of the chemical 
in Chungjin and Shinuijoo is 
completed, we will supply the people with 
nearly 250 million metres more of fabrics 
every year from 45,000 tons of chemical 
fibres to be produced at these mills. 

We must carry on _ the construction of 
these mills as a nation-wide movement as 
was the case in the construction of the 
vinalon factory. 

I believe firmly that, like the working peo- 
ple in the Hamheung area and the Ham- 
heung citizens who have displayed their pa- 
triotic enthusiasm in the construction of the 
vinalon factory, the working people and 
citizens in the Chungjin and Shinuijoo areas 
will rise up as one and victoriously perform 
this honourable task. (Loud applause and 
cheers.) 

We must also build a large-scale chemical 
industrial base comprising nitron, nylon and 
other factories in the Bakchun area. 

By developing industry producing vinyl 
chloride and other synthetic resins in the 
Seven-Year Plan period, the Party envisages 
a sufficient supply of cheap, refined consum- 
er goods. 

To this end, the annual production of 
vinyl chloride in the Hamheung area should 
be augmented to over 10,000 tons and new 
synthetic resin factories such as vinyl chlor- 
ide and urea be built in the Bakchun area. 

During the Seven-Year Plan period, the 
Party intends to produce a large amount of 
various chemical fertilizers and agricultural 
chemicals for the countryside so as to raise 
further the output of farm produce and to 
turn out large quantities of weed killers, 
thus freeing the peasaniry from the ardu- 
ous weeding work. 

The Hamheung area should manufacture 
more than one million tons of chemical fer- 
tilizers annually. 

In the production of chemical fertilizers, 
we should go over to the production of am- 
monium by the gasification of coal, which 
requires less electricity. 

That being so, a factory producing annu- 
ally 50,000 tons of synthetic ammonium by 
gasification of coal should be built in the 
Hamheung area in the near future, and the 
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fibre mills 


production of synthetic urea and phosphor- 
ous ammonium nitrate fertilizer be stepped 
up. Construction of a factory producing 
grass killers should be also speeded up, and 
the production of synthetic urea and other 
chemical fertilizers be increased by newly 
establishing a large-scale chemical factory 
in the Bakchun area. 

Also a basic organic synthetic industry 
should be developed; in the Seven-Year Plan 
period in the Hamheung district the produc- 
tion of synthetic rubber, dyestuff, pigment, 
eic., increased, and the production of caustic 
soda, sodiunt carbonate and other chemical 
products of various kinds be augmented 
rapidly. 

It is envisaged that during the Seven-Year 
Plan, an oil refinery with an annual refin- 
ing capacity of two million tons of crude oil 
will be built and a huge chemical industrial 
base turning out various chemical products 
by carbonization of coal be established. 

We must develop on a large scale the 
plastic industry, and on the foundation al- 
ready laid, set up and develop continuously 
new chemical industrial branches. 

Splendid indeed is the prospect of the de- 
velopment of the chemical industry of our 
country. 

In the near future, the Korean people will 
live in a country with a developed chemical 
industry and enjoy the abundant fruit of 
their labour. (Loud applause and cheers.) 

This bright prospect is arousing a great 
hope among our working people and greatly 
encouraging them in their creative labour 
struggle. 

The scientists, technicians and experts in 
the domain of the chemical industry are 
shouldered with the important duties of im- 
plementing the colossal task of developing 
chemical industry. 

They must develop the chemical industry 
onto a higher stage, promote their research 
for creating new chemical industrial bran- 
ches and_ tackle successfully all scientific 
and technical problems. 

The Party and the people expect much of 
the scientists and technicians. 

Parallel with the development of the che- 
mical industry, fuel and power bases should 
be fortified, and the production of minerals 
be extended largely so as to ensure a 
smooth supply of raw materials. 

Especially the machine-building industry 
should meet fully the need for machines, 
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equipment and installations in the building 
of the chemical industry. 

Enormous tasks are assigned to the ma- 
chine-building industry for the development 
of the national economy as a whole during 
the Seven-Year Plan period. Workers in the 
machine-building industry must further rein- 
force the technical equipment so as to dev- 
elop the machine-building industry onto a 
higher level. 

Working people in Hamheung district and 
South Hamkyung Province, together with 
the entire people of the country, must strive 
to successfully fulfil the Seven-Year Plan in 
all fields. 

It is necessary to continue to increase the 
output of power, ore and coal, produce in 
large quantities fabrics and various kinds 
of consumer goods and processed foodstufis, 
decisively improve their quality and expand 
their varieties. 

In South Hamkyung Province with a long 
strip of coastal area, it is an important task 
to further develop the fishing industry. It is 
necessary to continuously reinforce the tech- 
nical equipment in the fishing industry, bol- 
dly go out for active pelagic and deep-sea 
fishing, properly combine medium and small 
fishing and rapidly develop the shell-fish 
and sea-weed culture in shallow waters. 

In the field of agriculture, the immediate 
farming work must be thoroughly carried 
out for one million tons increase of grain. 

In carrying out reclamation and expan- 
sion of land through a nation-wide drive, 
raising land utility rate and extending or- 
chard area, the example of Bookchung Coun- 
ty must be extensively generalized. 

Hamheung district and all local towns in 
the province should be built in a way suit- 
able to their scale and excellent facilities 
for the working people be provided, while 
the building of houses in the countryside 
should be actively pushed ahead. 

The movement for technical innovations 
should be carried on more energetically 
during the Seven-Year Plan period so as to 
overtake the technical ievel of the advanced 
countries in all spheres. 

Conservatism and mystery should be bol- 
dly done away with, a mass struggle be 
waged to actively introduce advanced tech- 
niques, new ideas and inventions, and inno- 
vations be registered continuously by boldly 
thinking and acting. We must keep intensi- 
fying the struggle for maximum increased 
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production and maximum economization. 

We must take good care of state and com- 
mon properties and lead a modest life and 
enlist all available resources to speed up 
socialist construction.

In South Korea, the struggle of the people 
against the U.S. imperialist aggressors and 
the Chang Myun clique and in demand of 
the country’s peaceful unification is gather- 
ing momentum. 


This is quite natural. 


As a result of the U.S. imperialists’ colo- 
nial rule of over 16 years, the South Korean 
people have been forced to live under con- 
ditions they can no loriger tolerate. 


Nothing has changed in tke life of the 
South Korean people since the Syngman 
Rhee clique was kicked out by the sanguin- 
ary struggle of the South Korean people. 


Economic dislocation and difficulty of peo- 
ple’s living keep growing worse, while sup- 
pression of people is becoming more cruel. 

The South Korean people have come to 
see more convincingly that the only way out 
for them is to abolish the U.S. imperialists’ 
colonial rule and achieve peaceful unifica- 
tion of the country. 

The glaring contrasts between the North 
and South—light and darkness, prosperity 
and decline—serve to show the South Kore- 
an people the way they should go. 
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The U.S. imperialists are resorting to 
crafty manoeuvres in an attempt to shore 
up the crumbling foundations of their rule. 
But they can no longer deceive or suppress 
the South Korean people who have had their 
fill of the American type “democracy” and 
Syngman Rhee’s and Chang Myun’s “inde- 
pendence” and “rehabilitation.” 

The united struggle of the awakened peo- 
ple will certainly destroy any fortress ot the 
aggressors.
